PROFESSIONAL LIFE, 


AN ENGLISH JOURNAL'S DARK AND 


DESOLATE PICTURE. 


The Banks of Professional Labor Becoming 


Crammed Beyond Those of All Others. 
An Outlook That is Certainly Very Dreary 
for This Class. 
A German statist recently asserted, In a 


carefully drawn up monograph on the sub- 
ject, that the majority of university students, 
and, indeed, of all educated lads in Germany, 
were living in a dream. They all wanted to 
be "professional men," and there was not 
professional work in the country, including 
among the professions the service of the state, 
for more than one-third of them all Either 
the work must be divided and professionals 
become poorer even than at present, or two 
out of three candidates must, as far as their 
professional incomes were concerned, go with- 
out food. 


THE PROFESSIONS OVERCROWDED. 


Germany is overrun with half starved pro- 


fessional men, so is America, and so, before 
long the United Kingdom will be. 


The increase of remunerative work to be 


done by the educated who desire to live by 
their brains, and, if possible, by the profes- 
sions recognized as conferring a diploma of 
presumable culture, and leaving the workers 
gentlemen in their own eyes and those of the 
girls they court, bears no proportion to the 
increase in the numbers of those who contend 
for it 


The "cases" which come before the chief 


of the professions grow more painful every 
day, and it has become a truism to say that 
of all who start on professional careers one- 
third "go under"—that is, get sick, die or 
emigrate—one-third barely survive fighting 
on, without a hope of retiring, to old age, 
and one-third make a decent or comfortable 
living. That is jast the proportion given by 
the learned German, and we fear the num- 
bers of the first class ore far from having 
reached their limit. 


The rush caused by the enormously in- 


creased numbers of the educated has hardly 
begun, and there ore other causes. The de- 
sire for "a life in which ability tells" is in- 
creasing oven faster than education, and so is 
the indisposition to lead the kind of life, no 
doubt a most painful one, •which "business" 
with insufficient capital involves. 
Caste 


feeling, which always feeds the professions, 
grows stronger than ever in certain sections 
of the community; while, owing at once to 
the greater accumulation and diffusion of 
wealth, there is a new pressure into the 
ranks of young men with small fixed incomes, 
the class which looks on its gains from work 
as supplementary, and which all over the 
continent keeps down the salaries of profes- 
sionals. These men all think that they rise 
in life by entering the close professions. The 
price of partnerships is for the same reason 
rising, while, owing to the habit of postpon- 
ing retirements, vacancies grow constantly 
fewer; and the system of jobbing in favor ol 
close relatives is, outside the service of the 
state, more inveterate than ever. Men de- 
scend to anything for the sake of sons-in-law. 


The prizes, too, grow less. Democracy 


hates large salaries and thinks all salaries 
large, while, though tho close professions 
make desperate efforts to keep up their stand- 
ard of remuneration, it is declining in every 
direction. The ordinary "professional man" 
must either take less or see his connection 
gradually slip away. 


This diminished chance, moreover, is not 


accompanied by any diminution in the strain 
Of life. That increases every year with the 
Increased number of competitors, and with 
the incessant rise in the standard of necessary 
acquirement, till it isnow asserted that hard- 
ly any professional man escapes serious loss 
faom any illness which may visit him; while 
an interruption of six months from any 
•ause whatever ruins the most promising 
career. The absent are, as far as pecuniary 
hope is concerned, tho dead. 


This is not a pleasing outlook for tho new 


generation, which needs money more than 
over. People say "simplicity" increases, and 
that is true in a sense, but it is simplicity 
rather in thought and in methods of expres- 
sion than in habits of life. Nothing is cheap- 
er except bore food, rent in the professional 
districts does not decline—witness the new 
habit of dividing houses between two or more 
dissociated men of tho same profession—and 
there never was a time when it was more im- 
perative on professional men just starting to 
lead a "civilized" life, meaning in a great 
city a Ufa in which one bleeds money from 
every pore. 


WHAT IS THE REMEDY? 


Even success has become for professionals 


less valuable than it was. The immense ma- 
jority of them desire to save, and the change 
in their position in this respect has been as- 
tounding. The fall in the rate of interest to 
be obtained covers every secure investment, 
except, we believe, certain kinds of house 
property, which it is a heartbreak to inherit, 
and which, no one with his time fully occu- 
pied would or could attempt to manage prop- 
erly. Every one feels this fall, but very few 
realize its full extent. 


In I860 it was possible for a man without 


working to obtain £500 a year for n principal 
of £10,000 with the fullest security, and now 
he is fortunate if with the same security he 
obtains £350—a change which not only 
•whittles away hjs income, but leaves the road 
choked with competitors who, were the an- 
nual product of sleeping money still 5 per 
cert., would retire at once. That evil, if it 
be one, affects men in business, like men in 
the professions; but the latter feel it more, 
for while business may bo indefinitely ex- 
panded, the professional man's gait, are 
limited by that great natural fact that 
neither energy nor ability will put more than 
twenty-four hours into ono day. 


What is the remedy? There is none what- 


ever. As the pressure increases, the work 
must either be divided or the price of work 
must come down, with, in either cose, a re- 
duction of professional income. We do not 
believe that the strong causes which increase 
the number of those entering on a profes- 
sional career will lose their potency in our 
time, and fully expect to seo the great pro- 
fessional class an exceedingly poor one. In 
1910 the situ ation here will probably resemble 
that in America, where, though a very few 
professionals make great incomes, a majority 
are not better off than English Dissenting 
ministers, and to earn by incessant work 
£1,200 » year is to have succeeded greatly. 
The mass of those who do not "go under" 
•will make from £150 to £300, and will look 
out most assiduously for wives who con 
bring some addition to their incomes. That 
is already tho position of affairs on the con- 
tinent, and there is nothing whatever to pro- 
tect Englishmen from a similar pressure. 
The change results from progress, from that 
thirst for education which it is in our day 
the ambition of legislators to gratify, and 
from that desire for refined life which is its 
necessary result. 
Tho capacity for brain 


work is growing more common, and brain 
work is therefore less valuable. 


That is all, but that is sufficient to cause a 


small social revolution, out of which that 
section of "the classes" whom Mr. Gladstone 
thusks so sure to be unwise will emerge much 
less happy men, with less dignity, less money, 
and less leisure than they had.—London 
Spectator. 


AN OLD STORY. 


(Oroville Register.) 


There is always something discourag- 


ing to the newcomer or the energetic 
settlor -who tries something new or a 
little out of the usual run, when he hears 
an old settler crying, "We know, we've 
tried that." Then generally follows a 
tirade of abuse about the thing being 
tested and the history of the failure made 
by the old settler. The truth is, "we 
don't know," and no one does one-tenth 
part of the things that this region will 
grow. What it Has produced in the past 
is no criterion of what in will produce in 
future. The first comers declared that 
this State would never grow grain; that 
it never would produce fruit; that vege- 
tables would be a failure. Examine the 
first statements sent back by the early 
gold miners from California, and this 
State was pictured as a desert. Kot a 
single good thing was said in its favor as 
a farming country. Little by little it 
proved itself a grain region. Then that 
fruit would not grow. Then, that not 
only the ordinary hardy fruits of the 
North, but the semi-tropical fruits would 
thrive and bear. Step by step it has 
pushed forward with its splendid fruits 
till thousands of boxes are being shipped 
to the Eastern markets, and the end is 
not yet. 


Its wines, its raisins and its olives are 


showing the grand capabilities of our 
soil and climate. But there are hundreds 
of things yet remaining to be tested, and 
it is folly to listen one moment to the dis- 
couraging cry of "We know." Keep at 
work. Stick to your experiments. The 
man would be thought a fool who would 
set out a plantation of bananas or pine- 
apples or dates, yet the day is coming 
i hen Calffornia will produce great abun- 
tUuce of each. The only way to learn 
what we can grcro is to give it a trial. 
Don't be frightened bv the old and oft- 
repeated "assertion of "we know" from 
the old settler, for what he doesn't know 
concerning the future productions of thie 
State wpvfld fill a volume larger than a 
patent-office report. 


CLOVER. 


(Corr. Texas Stockman.) 


In answer to many inquiries in refer- 


ence to the merits of burr clover, I will 
give you my experience with it. Several 
years ago I obtained a few seeds which I 
have plowed only twice in six or eight 
years. 


First—In regard to stock onting it, I 


have never seen any kind of animals re- 
fuse it. All my horses, mules, cows and 
hogs are very fond of it, though horses do 
not at first eat it greedily, but soon learn 
to eat it. I suppose like a man partak- 
ing of his first oysters which he does not 
seem at first to relish, but ere long he 
learns to love them. So the same with 
horses in regard to clover. Chickens and 
turkeys begin to eat it as soon as it 
conies out of the ground and continue to 
do so all the winter and spring. A far- 
mer has but to see it growing to appre- 
ciate the value of it. 


Second—When once set it will reseed 


itself for years without any more plant- 
ing, making a permanent pasture for 
grazing. It dies down in June to re-ap- 
pear in September, and bhould it be 
planted in November or December, will 
be liable to get killed. If sown in time 
it will withstand our coldest winters. 


Third—In regard to its requiring rich 


soil, it will grow if planted in the road, 
but like|[everything else, the richer the 
soil the more luxuriant the growth. I 
have a friend who claims he could not 
afford to raise hogs and sheep but for 
his clover ftfeld. I have a neighbor who 
has very recently moved near me, who 
has h»df eorne fifteen to twenty years' 
experiaftc* with it, \\hohas already en- 
gaged seed of me, who says and claims 
it well worth $400 per acre when well 
set. I MB confident it will prove one of 
of the best renovators of worn lands we 
can have, as it is easily exterminated 
whea d*elred by plowing it at any time 
after it comes up from September to May. 


As it begins to seed during the month 


of May, stock should be taken off of it, 
say first of May, so it may reseed itself. 
I will here make the assertion that I can 
take one acre of good soil, well set in burr 
clover and Bermuda grass, and I am con- 
fident it will give one cow all the green 
forage she wants for at least eight if not 
ten months in the year. I have the 
clover now growing from three and one- 
half to four feet long. I have never tried 
it or cured it for hay. I have always 
kept it pretty well grazed down by stock. 
This is the one reason why the seed is so 
scarce, as itis^ery difficult to save the 
seed, which is inclosed in a small burr 
about the size of a buckshot. In this 
burr are from three to seven seeds. I 
have not yet been able to find any ma- 
chinery that will separate the sticks, 
trash, etc., from the seed, hence this has 
been the cause of complaint from some 
few persons to whom I have heretofore 
shipped. 
I make full allowance for 


sticks,! trash, etc., as it only requires 
eight pouncs of clean burrs to make one 
bushel. I feel confident ere many years 
so soon as it is fully known, burr clover 
will prove to be to the South what red 
clover is to the North. With this much 
iftiavor of burr clover, it will stand se- 
cure grazing np to the 1st of May, tho 
seed maturing by tho 1st of June. You 
can then plant any crop that matures bv 
fall, when up comes your clover, which 
will reseed itsel for a generation.

FRUIT IN HIGH FLACKS. 


A correspondent of the Marysville 


Appeal sends tho following communica- 
tion to that paper: 


"We are at 3,800 feet altitude, on the 


southeast slope of the Yiiba river, and 
as we have fig trees bearing, orange and 
pomegranate trees growing nicely, I feel, 
that wo are in the citrus belt. As we 
are just inside the snow belt we have a 
little winter, just enough to be pleasant, 
and are much cooler in summer than 
lower down. Water is pure and cool 
during the hottest days of July and 
August. The lowest temperature during 
the winter months is about nineteen de- 
grees. We raise apples and peaches in 
abundance; berries of all kinds, and 
prapes na fine as can be found in the 
State. We pick blackberries and rasp- 
berries in Janurary, and have strawber- 
ries now in bloom, vegetables growing 
nicely in the garden, and roses bloom 
every month in the year. This part of 
the country is littlo known, but is set- 
tling up, there being quite a number of 
locations within the last twelve months. 
There are a gi eat many acres of vacant 
land in the mountains, where a free 
water right could be obtained by settlers. 
We raise fine wheat, oats and barley 
without irrigating, and alfalfa with very 
little water. All that is necessary to 
open up a fine fruit nnd agricultural 
country is an outlet for our productions." 


LITTLE DROPS OF DEW. 


THE TRUE THEORY OF THEIR ORI- 


GIN AND OTHER FACTS. 


Carious Phenomena They Exhibit and Er- 


roneont Ideas Concerning Them—Won- 
derful Production! of Nature That Pui- 
xled the Ancient Philosophers. 


To the ancient philosophers the appearance 


of dew and frost was a complete mystery, and 
numerous were the theories advanced, by 
those scientifically inclined, to account for 
their production, and the interesting phe- 
nomena they presented. Many, it is said, be- 
lieved that the dew was nothing else than the 
tears shed by the Almighty upon our earth, 
and they regarded it as a sacred substance 
that possessed a number of wonderful and in- 
explicable properties. They also attributed 
to it many strange events and curious mani- 
festations that occurred in those times, and 
some rubbed it over their bodies in order to 
protect themselves from the evil spirit, whose 
malignant influence was held responsible for 
all the marvelous and unaccountable opera- 
tions of nature observed in the earth and the 
heavens above. 


STRAXGEB THAU FICTION. 


Among all the numerous truths "stranger 


than fiction" that the study of natural sci- 
ence has revealed, there are few more inter- 
esting and instructive than those relating to 
the phenomena of dew and frost. 


The late Professor J, Dormant Steele, in his 


excellent woi k, "Fourteen Weeks in Physics," 
says: "Dew was anciently thought to possess 
many wonderful properties. Baths in this 
precious liquid were said to conduce greatly 
to beauty. It was collected for this purpose, 
and for the use of the alchemists in their 
weird experiments, by spreading fleeces of 
wool upon the ground. Laurens, a philoso- 
pher of the middle ages, claimed that dew 
was ethereal, so that if we should fill a lark's 
egg with it and lay it out in the sun, imme- 
diately on the rising of that luminary, the 
egg would fly off into the airl This experi- 
ment is best performed with a goose's egg." 


There is considerable misapprehension 


among the generil public concerning the na- 
ture and origin of dew and frost, it being 
commonly supposed by the great majority of 
people that dew actually falls from the sky, 
and how frequently do wo hear the ex- 
pression "the dew is falling fast." The fact 
is, dew never falls, but is formed on the sur- 
face of the earth, and always at the identical 
place where it is seen by the observer. Dew 
is simply themoisture of the air condensed 1% 
coming in contact with objects upon the 
ground that ore colder than itself. The earth, 
heated during the day by the sun's rays, at 
night cools off and radiates a considerable 
portion of its heat into space. All bodies, left 
to themselves, will gradually become cool if 
previously heated. This is termed in natural 
philosophy, radiation, and it may be easily 
demonstrated by experiment. Take an iron 
ball for instance, heat it to incandescence or 
until it becomes "red hot," and then suspend 
it by a wire. In a little while it will port 
with all its heat, and feel quite cold to the 
touch. The heat has been thrown off, as it 
were, or radiated, and not carried away by 
the surrounding air, for precisely the same 
effect will be produced if this experiment be 
perfected in a vacuum. Our earth is con- 
stantly radiating its heat, like the imaginary 
ball, in all directions, and at night becomes 
so cool that the invisible vapor resting 
upon its surface is condensed into water 
and deposited as "dew." The temperature at 
which this takes place is called the "dew 
point," as indicated by an accurate and reli- 
able thermometer. But this point is by no 
means constant or invariable, since dew is de- 
posited only when the air is saturated with 
vapor, and the amount of moisture required 
to saturate air of high temperature is much 
greater than for air cf low temperature. 


LIKE TOT "SWEATING" prrcHsa 


All bodies have not the same capacity for 


radiating heat, but some cool much more rap- 
idly than others. Hence, with the same ex- 
posure, some bodies will be covered densely 
with dew, while others will remain perfectly 
dry. Dark objects have more dew deposited 
upon them than light ones, because they ore 
better radiators, and, therefore, part with a 
larger amount of heat. This fact may also 
be demonstrated by placing a black woolen 
cloth and a white linen or cotton one upon 
the ground over night Grass, the leaves of 
trees, wood, etc., radiate heat very freely; 
but polished metals, smooth stones and cotton 
cloth part with their heat more slowly, so 
that the former of these substances will be 
completely drenched with dew, while the lat- 
ter, in the same situation, will be compara 
lively dry. 


The amount of dew formed on any night is 


greatly influenced by the condition of the at- 
mosphere. More dew is formed on clear even- 
ings than when the sky is obscured by clouds, 
because they act as a shield, and reflect back 
the heat radiated by the earth into space, be- 
sides furnishing that received by them dur- 
ing the day, which prevents the earth from 
cooling off enough to produce a large deposit 
of dew. But when the sky is free from clouiis 
the earth radiates a larger amount of heat, 
as there is nothing to intercept that thrown 
off from its surface. This is the reason why 
we always have colder nights when no clouds 
obscure the sky. 


The formation of dew is prevented by a 


strong breezo, which removes the layers of 
moisture resting upon the ground before they 
have time to cool down to the "dew point." 
A slight breeze, however, is favorable to the 
production of dew, as it replaces the layer of 
air from which water has been deposited by 
another containing more moisture. No dew 
may ever be expected when the sky is ob- 
scured by clouds, or when there is a strong 
wind. 


Tho moisture that appears upon the outside 


of a pitcher when it contains very cold water 
is nothing but dew, and is produced by the 
same cause explained above. This dampness 
frequently observed upon a cold pitcher, 
even during the hottest weather in summer, 
is commonly referred to by saying "the 
pitcher is sweating;" and in this simple illus- 
tration we are permitted to recognize before 
our eyes, on a small scale, the same interest- 
ing process of dew formation that takes place 
over the surface of the great earth. Dew is 
alluded to in the writings of many ancient 
philosophers, and the Bible contains a quaint 
passage in regard to Gideon's fleece. (See 
Judges vi. 87-10.)—A. K. Bartlett in Detroit 
Free Press.

Theprinciples 
which the Senator enunciated and urged 
form the corner stone of to-diy for all that 
any other person may have to say upon 
the subject. Through the liberality of onr 
senior Senator the country is now full of 
literature npon the sil?er question, and 
the people everywhere aro becoming so 
well informed es to their best interests 
tbat the day ia not far distant when we 
shall enjoy the manifold blessings to como 
from the complete rehabilitation and re- 
monetization of silver. In all these years 
not a single President or Secretary of the 
Treasury has been favorable to silver, and 
with a veto from the White House staring 
them in the face it has well nigh been an 
impossible task for the friends of silver 
to make a winning fight. In fact, by 
conttant chattering, tbero might have 
been times when the cause would have 
suffered. The country hos gone through 
just such a period as was necessary to con 
vince the skeptical that our future great- 
ness depends upon a true financial basis, 
and tbat beyond and above question 
silver must take its place alongside of and 
equal to gold in every monetary respect.

workers and farmers of this Republic 
that gold is not the jmoney-God claimed 
for it. In the coming great fight in Con- 
gress we feel assured thnt the great 
champion of silver will .bear an honorable 
part in the battle that will be won for the 
jeople of the whole country, and that 
will be of doable advantage to the particu- 
lar State he has the distinguished honor to 
represent.

The body will be com- 
sosed of representative men, all of whom 
re friends of silver end fall of zeal for re- 
monetization.

There the question must be 


ally debated, acd as Senator from my 
itate I shall there have the opportunity of 
enderlng such aid as may be in my power 
oward its final settlement, which must re- 
ult in the fall remonetization of silver, as 
no question is ever set'led until settled 


right. 
As 'the convention will naturally and 


iroperly seek to influence the action of 
ioogres'. I incline to the opinion that the 
riends of silver who are members of the 
National Legislature, will find themselves 
n a better position on the argument of 
heir cause in the decisive fornm at "Wash- 
ngton, if able to point to the call made on 
hem by this great convention, of which 
hey had not been members, rather than to 
a call which, by participating in the pro- 
eedings, tbey would necessarily have 
made npon themselves. 


The convention will undoubtedly arouse 


he attention of the country. .The resoln- 
ions which it will adopt will, I am sure, 
iommtnd 
themselves to the impartial 


ndgment of the masses of the people, fo» 
t is to those that we must appeal. Noth- 
ng can be expected from the doctrinaires 
ir the professional financiers, whose views 
f the sscrednesa of gold seem to have be- 
ome an immovable superstition, and who, 
while worshiping their idol, close their 
iyes to the facts of daily life. They either 
to not or will not see that the falling 
>rices of the last fifteen years are directly 
raceable to the contraction effected in the 
world's money by enactments of law, the 
>urpose of which is to make gold the only 
neasure of values. 


This contraction has resulted in deprecl 


ating all values except the value of money. 
As men are compelled by self-interest to 
loard money while prices are falling cap- 
talists decline at such times to make in- 
vestments that would employ labor. The 
man of small means especially cannot af- 
ford to ri?k his all by setting up business 
npon a falling market. So contraction has 
retarded enterprise. It has limited alike 
production and consumption. It has taken 
inr circulating medium out of the nsefnl 
paths of industry and commerce and driven 
t iuto the vaults of banks, there to be 
norsded or invested in bonds or other money 
intares unproductive to the people. With- 
out charging the number of dollars of 
debt it bus increased the burden of the ob- 
igation. 
Without altering the terms of a 


contract it has destroyed its equity. It has 
covered onr farms with mortgage B and 
closed large numbers of our workshops and 
factories. 
It has relegw.ed to idleness 


thousands of industrious and willing work- 
ers, whose intelligence and skill bad chal- 
lenged the admiration of mankind. 


When we shall have a sufficient volume 


of money to sustain prices the now hoardee 
capital will be withdrawn from passive 
forms of investment and placed in pro 
dnctive enterprises. 
The idle men of at: 


trades and occupations will be recalled to 
labor, our languishing industries will re 
vive, onr commerce and agriculture thrive 
We shall then no longer see what we see 
now, among admittedly the moat skillfn 
people in the world—thousands of men 
looking for work, bnt unable to find it 
Onr ingenuity has been equal to every 
emergency except that of finding work fpi 
our unemployed, and to that it never wil 
be canal until onr money system shall bavi 
been placed upon a basis consistent with 
reason. 


The most important aim of any govern 


ment should be the adoption of such an in 
dnstrial and financial policy as would in 
sure uninterrupted employment to all its 
people, in occupations suited to their in 
dividual aptitudes. The first step essen 
tial to the accomplishment of tbat pnrpoe 
is to so regulate the money of the conntry 
as that its volume shall keep paee with the 
demand for it consequent upon the increase 
of popnlation. Gold alone is manifestly in 
sufficient for that purpose, the annual sup 
ply being now scarcely more than is con 
sumed in the arts. The addition of all th 
silver produced would not be more than 
enough to afford a enfflcieat money supply

Artesian Wells. 


The Otoville Register cays: 
C. E. Grnnsky, C. E , in the last num- 


ber of the Eural Press shows that so far 
boring tor artesian water in the Sacramento 
valley has not been attended with any thing 
like the success generally anticipated. Ex- 
periments at Red Bluff were not satisfac- 
tory. A well at Arcade was put down 2, ICO 
feet at a cost of $30,000, yet artesian water 
was not found. 
Wells in the city of Saca- 


mento have been bored 600 feet without ob- 
taining the desired flow [of water. At a 
point in this county four miles norlh of 
Chico a well was sunk 686 feet without 
striking artesian water. The well at the 
Maryaville woolen mills is 306 feet deep, 
bnt water does not flow from it. A well in 
Sutler county 16 miUs west of Marysville, 
is down 360 feet, but does not afford a 
supply of water. The well at Woodland 
is down 600 feet, bnt no water of value was 
rfonnd lower than 255 feet, asd this has to 
ibe raised by pumps. One west of Cavis- 
>ill« has a weak flow of water, but it lacks 
17ieetol rising to the top ol thegionnd. 
Iwo near Woodland afford a smtll stream 
,of water .'nine mouths" in the year. The 
IwriUr balifties Jh*t the field is not a prom- 
ising one for artesian water. He does not 
include in bis list one owned by D. K. 
Perkins, a few miles below this town, 
whore a stream of water rises within four 
ftet of the top. A oat into thelnoU on 
which this well was bored gives a steady 
and continuous flow throughout the year.

NEW TOBK, Nov. 25, 1889. 


One hundred and six years ago to-day, 


November 25, 1783, tho last of the British 
troops formally aod finally evacuated New 
York City, and George Washington made 
his triumphol'entry. Our city ha* grown 
somewhat since then, and wh at waa little 
more than a seaport town of a few thousand 
inhabitants, hai become one oi the impor- 
tant cities of the glob*. It is s;ngal»r that 
tbe anniversary of such an important event 
is allowed to pasi by without receiving 
more attentioo, for by this evacuation of 
the British, our country was left in undis- 
puted posesjion of the people. The cen- 
tennial of the event was narked by a mag- 
nificent celebration which will long be 
remembered, but the usual celebration is 
confined to the hoisting of tbe flag en tbe 
Battery, at daylight. This is done by 
David Van Aredale, a grands in of tbe biy, 
Van Arsdale, who climbed the pole at the 
same spot and there nailml the Stars and 
Stripes, 106 years ago.
